The Supreme Legislative power of this State, shall 
be exercised by the House of Representatives and _ 
Council, which, together, shall be stiled “General 
Assembly of the State of Vermont;” and each of 
which shall have a negative upon the other, and ex- 
ercise the like pawers in all acts of legislation. But 
no bill, or resolution, which shall have been passed’ 
by one branch of the Legislature,. shall have the ef 
fect of a law without the concurrence of the other...

The Supreme Executive Council of this State 
shall consist of a Governor, Lieutenant. Governor, 
and twelve persons, chosen in the following manner, 
to wit: The freemen of each town shall, on the day 
of the election for choosing Representatives to attend 
the General Assembly, bring in their votes for Gover- 
nor, with his name fairly written, to the Constable, 
who shall seal them up and write on them, “Votes for 
Governor,” and deliver them to the Representative

` THE Council of Censors, elected by the Free. 

imen on the last Wednesday of March, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty, 
having unanimously determined in favour of calling 
a Convention, to pass upon sundry amendments to 
the Constitution. They now proceed to discharge a 
duty which they owe to their constituents, by submit: 
ting the amendments to their consideration; specify- 
ing the parts of the present Constitution, which will 
be affected by their adoption, and by suggesting some 
of thé reasons, which have induced the Council to 
propose them. S 

The adoption of the first article of the. e 
ments, will alter the second, and ninth sections of 
the second chapter of the Constitution, and entirely 
supersede the sixteenth section of the seme chapter. 

The seventh section of the same chapter will be 
superseded, and the eighth partially changed by the 
adoption of the second article. And the adoption of 
either one, or both, of the two first articles of the a- 
mendments, will affect the tenth section of the same 
chapter. 

The third amendment embraces an entirely new 


principle, and does not affect any part of E E 
Constitution. 


The adoption of me fourth article, will. diverted 
ihe third section of the second chapter, and alter the 
provisions of the eleventh and twenty-fourth sections, 
and the provisions of the 9th section will: be further 
changed by the adoption of the fifth article of the a- 
mendments. 
None, Fellow Citizens; ¢ can be more Seedy than the 
Council,to admit,that the provisions ofa Constitution 
should not be changed, without strong and manifest ` 
reasons for such change; and hence the present ex- 
periment has not been hazarded, without much de- 
liberation, and a thorough conviction that such rea- 
sons do exist, for embracing the present season of 
tranquility, to attempt an improvement in our, Politi- 
cal Charter, which is universally admitted to be more 
or less defective. 

The subject has been approached, with auon 
and consequently but few amendments have been 
proposed; and those few so framed, as to preserve, — 
as far as possible, the original features of the Consti- 
tution, 

That instrument pandas in the sixteenth section 
of the second chapter that “to the end that laws be- 
fore they are enacted may be more maturely consid- 
ered, and the inconvenience of hasty determinations 
as much as possible prevented, all bills which o- 
riginate in the Assembly, shall be laid before the- 
Governor and Council for their revision and concur-. 
Fence, or Proposals of amendment. SE: 
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The authority here givet to the Governor and 
Council, to coneur in the passing of bills, either with 
or without amendments, seems necessarily to include 
an authority, to with-hold such concurrence. And 
such undoubtedly would have been the construction 
given to it, by every department of the government, 
and every citizen of the State; and have prevented 
many severe and humiliating contests between the 
House and the Council, but for the further obscure 
‘provisions of the section referred to, to wit, “who 
(the Governor and Council) shall return the same to 
the Assembly, with their proposals of amendment, if 
any, in writing; and if the same are not agreed to 
by the Assembly, it shall be in the power of the Gov- 
ernor and Council to suspend the passing of such 
bills until the next session of the Legislature.” 

Hence it is, that while it is contended by some, 
that the Governor and Council have power to refuse 
absolutely, théir assent to a bill, which in their opinion 
is wrong in principle, and not susceptible of being im- 
proved by amendment; others deny to them any au- 
thority, but to concur, or propose amendments, Un- 
der this latter construction, which we have been re 
luctantly compelled to believe a correct one; should 
à bill be passed by the House of Representatives, (no | 
matter under what circumstances, or what state of 
public excitement,) which in the best judgment of 
the Governor and Council is wrong in principle, and 
ought not to pass under any possible modification of 
its provisions; they have no alternative left to them

but to lay aside the character of consistent Legiela- 
tors and Propose such alterations under the. name of 
amendments, as shall be 80 obnoxious to the Bouse, 
that it will refuse its assent thereto. ` 

In which event, and in no other, the Council can 
prevent the passage, by suspending it till. the next 
session ; till a new election of members shall have 
intervened. 

Few, if any; it is believed, wilt deny; that the pow= 

ers of legislation should be exercised by two distinct 
| branches ; but should proof of this position be desir- 
ed, it may be found in the circumstance of unceasing 
change, to. which the laws of the State have ‘been 
subj ectedand i in the institutions of other States,which ` 
have been dictated by the greatest experience, and 
the most brilliant talents of the country. | 

And although : some difference of opinion has exist- 
ed among the meinbers of the Council of Censors, ag 
to the extent of the powers, which should be exercis- 
ed by the less numerous branch ofthe Legislature, 
as well as in relation to the provisions of some other 
of the amendments ; ; all have céncurred in this, that 
they should have an unqualified negative upon the 
other House. Under a belief however, that any dis- 
` crimination of powers between the two, would be lia~ 
ble to misconstruction, it has been determined by the 
board, that the like powers should be exercised by 
each; and with a view to that object, as well as to 
obviate the difficulties above suggested, the first arti- 
ele of the amendments at framed.

At an early ‘period of our ‘history, ‘when tlie pres. 
ent Constitution was formed, arid when, but few towns 
in the State were ‘inhahited, the & cqnvenience’ “ob | send. 
ing one member om each town, small a as the whole 
the then objéations, to the inequality ii in the represent- 
ation; And induced the statesmen of that period to 
leave to their successors, the adoption of such régula- 
tions on the subject, as the future, altered condition of 
the State might suggest. The population of the 
State, has happily progressed, till under the provi- 
sions of the Constitution, more than two hundred and 
ten members have had a seat in the House at the 
same session ;—a number which is liable to be soon, 
considerably enlarged, by the’ organization of new 
towns. Several members have come from towns, hav- 
ing less than ten Freemen, and which have not paid 
into the Treasury annually, one half the amount 
drawn from it by their members ; nor will the towns 
in the different sections of the State, ever approximate, 
in any considerable derien towards an equality i in 
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epp or weit ; nature herselfhas forbidden it. 

Taking the Census of 1810 for the basis as to pop- Se 
olation and the list of 1818 for the amomntof Btate 
tax at one cent on the dollar ; ` and itis ‘ascertained )

With a knowledge of this inequality i in the repre- 
sentation; the loss of time to the community, and 
the inconvenience- and expense attending the třansac- 
tion of business i in so large an assembly ; ; where pop- 
ular excitement, ifi it must unfortunately exist, will be: 
felt much in proportion to the magnitude of the body; 


we have been unable to resist the belief, that the pub- D 


lic interest, anë the future harmony of the State, 
would be greatly promoted by the change proposed : 
‘a change, which, while it will probably reduce the 
number of representatives to about one hundred and. 
twenty ; 3 will give to each section ef the e State, afair l 
proportion, ` 
In connexion with this provision, as has before 
been observed, is another, authorising the freemen of 
each county, to elect one member of the Council; se- 
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during to each of the respective counties, an 
influence.in that branch of the “Legislature. That 
this latter provision allows ofa great inequality of 
representation in the Council, is readily admitted , 
hut it differs but little from what, in practice and fron 
a spirit of courtesy, has hitherto existed : and is be. 
lieved to be far less. objectionable, than that which 
at present exists in the other. branch ; accompanied 
as thatis, with such overwhelming numbers. 

It is apprehended, that there are few, if any, who 
would not prefer, that the Council should be elected 
by districts, rather than by a general ticket. 

But,-should the State be formed into districts of e- 
qual population, many inconveniences would be ex. ` 
perienced. In some cases, two, and probably more 
Councillors would be citizens of the same county; 
while several others would be destitute of a member. 
A further inconvenience would be. felt, from having 
counties divided, and subdivided, in the formation of 
. districts. Each county must be regarded as a kind 
of distinct community; thé citizens əf which, have, 
to a certain extent, common interests and affections’ 
and itis deemed proper, that they should be permit- 
ted to elect a Councillor, without any interference 
from their neighbors. By this organization, the thin- 
ly populated counties will find an equivalent, for their 
loss of numbers, in the House of Representatives. 

The third ofthe proposed amendments, excludes 
the members of both branches of the Legislature, dur- 
ing the period for which they were elected, from be 
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ing appointed to. certain civil offices within their ep 
‘This provision particularly 80 far as relates. to judi- 
- cial Officers, is believed to be necessary, to give full 
effect to the sixth section of the second chapter of the 
Constitution ; which declares, that “ the Legislature 
‘Executive, and J udiciary departments shall be sepa- 
rate and distinct, so that neither exercise the powers 
properly belonging Zo the other.” |. While we have 
been unable to perceive any:sound objection, which 
can be urged against this amendment; we have sup- 
posed, there were such obvious reasons inits fayor, 
and such a manifest fitness in the principle, as to en- 
sure to it a favorable reception. 

The citizen, who may be clothed with the high pre- 
rogative ofa Legislator, at a period whenit shall 
suit his convenience to accept the trust, most assured- 
ly will not feel, that his rights are abridged, because, 
while acting in that capacity, he cannot be elected a ` 
Judge, a Sheriff, or a Justice of the Peace, And it 
may with confidence be asked, whether itis not in 
accordance with the soundest maxims of republican- 
ism, that the Legislator, should be divested of other 
offices, and of all tempting facilities for obtaining 
them: and that the framer of the laws, should not be 
appointed to enfore their execution. 

The fourth article of the amendments, vests in the 
Governor, the Executive functions of the State; ex- 
cept that he shall not sit as a Judge, to“ hear and 
determine on impeachments ;” nor without the ad- 
vice and consent of the Council, “grant pardons or 
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hi is certainly due to the citizen, who shail 
been invited from other avocations to discharge th 
highly responsible, and critical duties of the beri. 
that, while his best efforts shall be employed i in the. 
service of his country, ` he shall be so far removed 
from the inſluence of prejudice or partiality, as to be 
morally secure iri his place; till his fellow citizens 
shall have had an opportunity, to form a fairand un- 
biased estimate of his qualifications. If after this, it 
shall be made his duty to retire at the end of his term, 
no injustice will have been done on the one hand, or 
public injury on the other-—and ı no ‘reasonable com- 
plaint will be heard. . 

These considerations, with many te which i it 
is presumed will readily occur, have induced a be- 
lief in the Council, that a regard for the respectabil- 
ity of our institutions, and the best interests of the 
State, recommend the adoption of the article. 

The Council had felt a strong disposition, so to 
ſrame the amendments, that either one, the whole, or 
any number of them may be adopted, without produc- 
ing any incongruity in the system; — and it is confident- 
ly believed that the object has been fully accomplish- 
ed; unless by the adoption of the first article, and the 
rejection of the fourth, there should be such ` an in- 
creased mixture of legislative powers, with the exec- 
utive duties, as to produce an incongruity, greater in 
degrees than at present, with the sixth section ofthe 
second chapter of the Constitution.

Without further remarks, the Council very ped 
fully. submit the amendments to the consideration of 
their Fe Na Citizens, i in ‘the humble hope, that tlie pre 
sent wera of ‘good ‘ feeling,” will secure for thei, a can- 
did, ‘and impartial , examination; and that sucha deci- 
sion will be a pronounced vpon them, as will 
best promote e EE and Prosperity of the 
State.
